The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: These claims are free of the 
art of record because no prior art could be found which linked a chelating agent (e.g., diagnostic agent- 
IEM) to the various specific functional groups as shown by the chemical structure of these claims. The 
primary distinguishing feature is the phosphate linker which connects the specific chemical moieties 
shown in the claims to the chelating agent.
